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WHY THE NEGRO SHOULD VOTE FOR 
THE SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT. 


The Negroes as well as other 
voters should vote for the Suffrage 
Amendment to be voted upon on 
October 10th., because it is right. 
In a free government the right 
to vote is not conferred, but an 
inherent right. And the strange 
thing about the matter is that 
right has been denied them so long 
in this free country. 

The claim that women are in¬ 
capable or unfit to exercise the 
right of franchise, is as ancient as 
the human family. It is the an¬ 
cient divine right of kings that 
have obstructed every step in the 
march of progress from despotism 
to universal freedom. The same 
reasons were given as proof of . the 
unfitness of the English people 
to have a voice in their govern¬ 
ment. It said that the barbarians 
(referring to the Americans) were 
unfit to be represented in the 
English Parliment and an army 
was sent across the ocean to teach 
the rebellious colonies a lesson 
and put them in their places. The 
same reasons were given against 
the abolition of American 
slavery, and to-day fully nine- 
tenths of the Negro citizens of this 
great country, although paying- 
taxes on millions of dollar’s worth 
of property are disfranchised be¬ 
cause they are negroes. And yet, 
the colored voters of California 
are asked to vote against the en¬ 
franchisement of the intelligent 
tax-paving women of this great 
state, because they are women. 
If the Negroes voters of this state, 
agree to the above unjust proposi¬ 
tion and vote against woman suf¬ 
frage they will by their votes 
endorse the position taken against 
their race bv the Tillmans and 


Vardanians and will assist in post¬ 
poning the day when their millions 
of disfranchised brethren in the 
South will regain their God given 
right of having a voice in the govern¬ 
ment which they are taxed to main¬ 
tain. “The place for the woman 
is her home/' is the favorite plea 
of all interests in California opposed 
to popular government. 

The . same interests in certain 
sections, say that the place for 
the Negro is not at the ballot box 
but under a task master in the 
cotton field. These same interests 
hate to increase his load by giving 
him the ballot. They think it is 
alright for him to pay taxes, build 
public roads and render to society 
whatever service it demands of 
him, but to say who is to enforce 
the law under which he has to live 
and the kind of a school building 
that shall cover his children’s heads 
or whether his home, school and 
church shall be surrounded by 
saloons, and dens of vice and 
shame are matters that should not 
concerned him. 

To say that the women of this 
state must be kept on a parallel 
with the defenseless disfranchised 
Negroes of certain sections of this 
country, is unmanly and the worthy 
men of this state in this age of 
enlightenment and progress, will 
hardly endorse by their vote so 
unworthy a proposition. There 
was a time when it was argued 
that God created men to be the 
slaves of kings and these men the 
slaves of kings in turn argued that 
God treated their wives and daugh¬ 
ters to be the slaves of men. By 
the spread of intelligence, men 
disputed the former proposition 
and threw off the yoke of kings. 


Is there Heathenism enough in 
the men of California to maintain 
the latter and deny the ballot to 
women? 

The women should have the 
ballot because it is their right as 
citizens and tax payers. 

They took the leading part 
in the progressive wave that over¬ 
whelmed American slavery and 
freed the Negro voters of this state. 

The Negro cannot afford to ally 
himself with the interests that are 
opposing women suffrage. While 
there are doubtless some conscien- 
tiousmen opposing women suffrage, 
every combination for the propo- 
gation of vice, every combination 
gotten together for the purpose of 
illgotten gains, every political 
machine, every bribe giver and 
every whiskey dealer is working 
tooth and nail against the amend¬ 
ment. The fact that all the evil 
combinations of to-day are fight¬ 
ing woman's suffrage, is proof of 
woman’s fitness to vote and should 
bring to the support of the amend¬ 
ment, every intelligent man of 
the state. If the Negro who has 
the ballot hopes to restore it to 
his millions of disfranchised breth¬ 
ren, he cannot ally himself with 
those evil combinations which seek 
to confine the ballot to the few 
they can handle, but he will have 
to vote for every measure looking 
to the extension of the ballot. 

PRESIDENT TAFT WILL NOT 
SPEAK AT MEETING JIM 
CROWING NEGROES. 


The universal protest that has 
been raised by the thoughtful 
colored men throughout the city 
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against the use of President Taft 
to promote a jim crow scheme, 
hatched by a small bunch of self- 
seeking, self-styled Negro leaders, 
is approved everywhere by the 
leading white citizens. These men 
say that in public matters no one 
has ever thought of discriminating 
against the Negro citizens and 
they are at a loss to know why 
Negroes should be the first to in¬ 
troduce the Jim crow idea. When 
the President reaches this city 
the Negroes will, with the other 
citizens pay him the homage due 
his high office. And will resist 
every attempt to humiliate the 
president and themselves by mak¬ 
ing the President the star actor 
in the hands of a few small self- 
seeking Negroes who are trying 
to draw the color line for personal 
selfishness. 

Already these self-styled leaders 
are on the defensive and are claim¬ 
ing that the President has a special 
message to deliver to Negroes 
only. What this special message, 
is, they are not willing to divulge. 
If the President really had a special 
message to deliver to the Negroes 
that he didn’t want the Germans, 
Irish and Jews to hear, the church 
selected for this secret message 
would not only be inadequate but a 
dangerous place for the president 
to speak as there are more than 
15,000 Negroes in this city alone, 
while the church has a seating cap¬ 
acity for not over 800 persons. 
If these so-called leaders want 
the President to deliver a secret 
message to the Negroes, why didn’t 
they rent the Shriner’s auditorium 
instead of securing a frame building, 
that could easily become a death 
trap if a thousand persons crowd 
into it. We do not believe that 
President Taft can be hood winked 
into being a party in assisting these 
self styled leaders. 


A PASTOR’S SUPPORT OF JIM 
CROWISM 

On being informed that the 
people were supporting The Liber¬ 
ator in its opposition to the attempt 
to close public places to the race, 
the pastor of the First A. M. E. 
Church grew angry, roasting The 


Liberator from his pulpit and stated 
that all who didn’t want to come 
down and hear the President’s 
“ Special” message to Negroes, 
could stay away. This attempt 
by a few self-seeking Negroes to 
draw the color line during pres¬ 
idential visits, has aroused a 
feeling of intense resentment 
among Negroes throughout the city 
and county, and protests are heard 
on every hand. And we feel safe 
in saying that 98 per cent, of the 
Negroes will take the pastor’s 
advice by staying away from the 
church and go up town and hear 
the President as they have always 
done heretofore and where he can 
be heard. It is also stated that 
President Taft has placed himself 
in the hands of the Jim crow com¬ 
mittee and that the Chamber of 
Commerce and no other organiza¬ 
tion in the city can keep the Presi¬ 
dent from delivering his “ Special” 
Jim crow message. As to which 
will have the greater power over 
the President, the Jim crow com¬ 
mittee or the other organizations, 
is a small matter. But there is 
one thing that the self respecting 
colored men and women will do 
it is to stay away from a meeting 
that stands for Jim crowism. 


A SUFFRAGE MEETING AT SANTA

621 Colorado Avenue, Santa Monica, 
Cal., on Friday, Sept. 22nd. Mrs.

Among the speakers were 
Mrs. Force Parker of Venice, Cal. 
and Mrs. Slater of Santa Monica. 
There were present a large number 
of ladies who manifested their 
interest in the cause of woman 
suffrage by forming a club. The 
club has taken up active work to 
secure the adoption of amendment 
four (4) granting equal suffrage, 
which is to be voted October 10th.

THE LYCEUM 

The audience that greeted Prof. 
Edmund Norton last Sunday and 
heard his lecture “ Direct Legis¬ 
lation/' were amply paid for their 
attendance. And for more than 
an hour, listened ^ with intense 
interest only breaking its silence 
to applaud a telling point, _ Defin¬ 
ing law, as a rule of action,, he 
traced it from the family . circle 
to the tribe governed by chieftans 
elected by its members, to patriarchs 
states and nations and the various 
governmental stages from savage 
tribes to civilized governments were 
portrayed in a manner that even 
-a child could see them. 

For want of knowledge of the 
science of government, people were 
ruled by chiefs, kings and persons 
with delegated powers and that 
kings and persons so elected . by 
usurping their authority gave birth 
to despotisms or bad government. 
As the people constituting nations, 
became more intelligent and learned 
in the science of government, 
struggles to regain inherent rights 
by overthrowing despots were in¬ 
augurated and step by step these 
struggles have come down to us. 
By forcing King John to sign the 
“ Magna Charter," the English 
people made the kingdom of Great 
Britian a limited monarchy, thus 
regaining rights that had been 
lost to them for centuries. Follow¬ 
ing up that victory and imbued 
with a desire for larger liberty, 
the Pilgrims braved the wilds of 
New England and laid the founda¬ 
tion for this mighty republic.. This 
spirit brought on the Revolutionary 
War and gave the world the 
immortal Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence. Not being fully willing to 
trust themselves, the people, by 
the establishment of the senate 
and the veto power of presidents 
and governors, kept in existence 
an arm of the kingly rule. Time 
and intelligence now demand the 
abolition of these relics of kingly 
power handed down to us from 
despotisms that existed 4000 years 
ago. He predicted that as the 
English people had practically 
abolished the House of Lords by 


destroying its despotic power, so 
the American people, by the adop¬ 
tion of the initiative and referen¬ 
dum and recall will abolish the 
American Senate and the veto 
power. He made a strong plea 
for the adoption of the woman 
suffrage ammendment and many 
votes were won for the cause. Mr. 
Norton will again be heard at the 
Lyceum, the program committee 
having decided to have him deliver 
a series of lectures for the educa¬ 
tion of the splendid audiences 
that honor the Lyceum b) r their 
presence.
